Another  season  has  rolled  around  and  we  are  pleased  to  offer  to  you  again 
our  Gladiolus  bulbs. 

May  we  take  this  means  of  thanking  you,  each  and  every  one  that  sent  us  an 
order  this  last  year.  We  have  grown  bulbs  for  22  years  and  last  year  was  our  big¬ 
gest  year  we  have  ever  had. 

We  have  this  year  added  14,000  square  feet  of  storage  space  to  our  storage 
to  enable  us  to  still  further  improve  the  quality  of  our  bulbs  and  with  the  largest 
crop  we  have  ever  harvested  can  only  hope  for  your  business  again  this  year. 

We  are  omitting  the  key  chart  on  the  older  varieties  which  are  well  known 
to  make  more  room  for  the  many  worthwhile  new  Glads  that  have  made  their 
appearance. 

We  try  to  grow  only  the  better  of  the  old  and  the  best  of  the  new,  and  if  the 
variety  that  you  are  interested  in  is  not  listed,  either  write  us  or  look  around  for  a 
cause  of  it  not  being  listed  as  there  must  be  something  wrong  someplace.  We  have 
a  test  plot  of  several  acres  that  we  try  to  grow  all  the  new  ones  that  comes  out  and 
many  more  of  them  are  discarded  than  are  listed  for  one  reason  or  another. 

If  you  will  follow  the  key  chart  that  we  started  several  years  ago  you  will  be 
able  to  get  as  accurate  a  description  of  the  Glads  performance  as  we  can  give  you, 
as  we  change  the  ratings  each  year  as  we  check  everything  as  it  grows. 

We  are  giving  a  complete  chart  to  each  variety  that  we  feel  the  traits  are 
more  or  less  permanently  set  in.  However,  some  of  the  newer  ones  we  have  not 
grown  long  enough  to  be  accurate  on,  and  even  a  few  of  the  older  varieties  change 
from  season  to  season. 

Our  bulbs  are  all  planted  by  hand,  dug  by  hand,  cleaned  by  hand,  and  graded 
by  hand  to  insure  you  getting  just  as  nice  a  bulb  as  can  be  produced.  No  more 
bruising  than  is  necessary.  Every  bulb  is  removed  that  does  not  look  just  right, 
etc.,  all  by  hand,  so  that  you  receive  only  A-l  bulbs.  Ask  any  of  our  customers, 
they  can  tell  you.

Disease  free  foliage  broad  and 
drooping  allowing  for  a  low  cut.  Bulbs  disease  free,  plump  and  nice.  Bulblet  pro¬ 
duction  very  good.
